prosperity Mr. Budd. whose- factory 
manufactures steel automobile 
bodies, visioned a great new indue- 
try In tho building of railroad trains 
that would weigh but a fraction of 
what ordinary trains weigh but 
would be fully as strong, much 
taster and more economical In 
operation. Enthused by hls vision, 
hls research men began studying all 
available materials — aluminum, 
low alloy steels, stainless steels ' 
and other metals—to And the one ' 
best adapted to the exacting r^ ' 
quirements of trains that could at- ' 
tain speeds in excess of 100 miles i 
an hour with cumfurt and safety. 

Several years of study convinced 
them that there was but one metal 
that met all the requirements—a 
tremendously strong alloy of steel 
containing 8 per cent nickel and 18 
per cent chromium, which, because 
It Is rust and corrosion proof.

Active work In slalnlosa steel con¬ 
struction by this new process of 
I welding got under way four years 
ago when business generally was 
on the downward grade. A stain- 
. less steel car was built for one rail¬ 
road and two two-car trains for 
I two others.

I roads became Interested and Budd 
f built the Zephyr, a throe-car train,

The gov- i 
eminent N to cooperate with the 
states anil r'ny a maximum of a 
month to per>onfi over slxty-flve. The 
national government Is also to aid 
8 tat«*s In formulating a plan for per- 
«oris under slxiy-flve which will he 
financed Jointly by employer and em¬ 
ployee through a pay roll tax; the 
funds to he handled by the federal 
government: the amount of pensions 
to be a percentage of the employee's 
wage; with non-manual employees re¬ 
ceiving more than $;:r »0 a month to be 
exempt from the plan. 

The third section of the scheme pro¬ 
vides for appropriations to give bet¬ 
ter facilities to caring for mothers, 
and dependent and crippled children, 
and the fourth section would furnish 
larger appropriations for public health 
aid, investigation and research.
